PENDLETON'’S POLICY. 


The Civil Service Keform Question Set Forth in a 
Senatorial Repert. 

WASHINGTON, May 15.—Senator Pendleton, in his 
report iu advocacy of the bill to regulate and im 
prove the the civil service reform of the United 
States, which was reported to the senate on the 29th 
of March last, reviews at length the growth of the 
government since its foundation, and the effect of 
this growth on the civil service. Referring to what 
is characterized as the ‘“‘spoils system’’ and its effect 
upon the president, it mentions that instead of de- 
voting his time to great questions of statesmanship, 
he must spend most of it in weighingin the balance 
politicai considerations that shall determine the 
claim of this friend or that political supporter to 
the possession of some office of profit or hosor un- 
derhim. The president of the republic whith was 
creatcd by the constitution in the beginning of our 
national life andthe chief magistrate of to day, it 
is maintained, are two entirely different public 
functionaries. ‘here has grown up such perver- 
sion of the duties of the presidential office, such 

rostitution of it to ends unworthy of the great 

dea of its creation, imposing burdens so grievous 
and so degrading to all faculties and function be- 
coming its Occupant that a change, the committee 
already _accurred in the char- 
acter of the government itself which if not 
corrected will be perinanent and disastrous. Per- 
sonal aiteutuon to consideration which should con- 
trol executive aciion iu the disposition of patronage 
and in the selection of officials, has: become impos- 
ble, and political coutrol as a guide to such action 
is fraught with demoralization and danger to the 
republic.

Rumors as to What i« Likely to be Dene tin the Dis- 


triet Supreme Court. 
WASHINGTON, May 15.—The four justices 
of the district supreme court, who heard 
the argument upon the bill of ex- 
ceptions in the Guiteau case, are still un-v 


‘ble to agree. ‘ The chief justice and Justice Haguer 


are reported of the opinion that the exceptions 
should be overruled, and Justices MacArthur and 
James that they should be sustained If a decision 
is not reached to-morrow, reargument will be or- 
dered with Justice Wylie upon the bench, making 
five judges. Should the exceptions as to jurisdic- 
tion be sustained, a new trial would take place in 
New Jersey. Guiteau’s counsel there would again 
raise the question of jurisdiction upon the ground 
that the assault and deaih must take place in the 
same jurisdiction in order to render the prisoner 
legally amenable.

DUBLIN, May 15.—The police have made uno fur- 
ther progress toward the discovery of the assassins. 
The report of the arrest of three men at a hotel in 
Cotk wasuntrue. Rush, who it was stated drove 
the car containing the murderers, is a car owner. 
He was questioned by the police as to whether any 
of his cars are missing, but the inquiry was without 
result. 

Cork, May 15.—The fund started by the corpora- 
tion of this city, as a reward for the apprehension 
of the assassins of Lord Frederick Cavendish and 
Mr. Burke, now amounts to $5,000.

The Egyptian Crisis Ended with Arabi on Top, as 
Usual 

Cairo, May 14.—Mahimond Baroudi has re- 
signed the presidency of the council of minis- 
tersand is succeeded by Mustapha Fehonia, 
minister of foreign aflairs. The other ministers 
retain their posts. An earliertelegram to the 
Observer reports that when the president of 
the chamber of notables asked the ministry 
to resign Arabi Bey defiantly declared that 
they would not. According to arrangement 
as announced in the above dispatch from 
Cairo, Arabi Bey still remains in power. 

The Observer to-day announces that Sir Charles 
Dilke, under secretary for foreign affairs, will make 
a statement in the house of commons te-merrow, 
that England and France have cometo an agree- 
ment asto the measures proper to be adopted by 
both countries in relation to Egypt. 

ATHENS, May 15.—The French squadron at the 
Pierieus has been ordered to be in readiness to pro- 
ceed to Egypt ata moment’s notice. 

CatRo, May 15 —Since the refusel by Mustapha 
Fehmy of the presidency of the council the khedive 
has resumed his original attitade. Arabi Bey, 
minister of war, desires the maintenance of the’ 
ministry, but his colleagues wish to yield. The 
commandant of the citadel and several officers 
have declared for the khedive. 

PARIS, May i5.—The French squadron from the 
Piraeus will join the British squadron from Corfu 
atCrete. The British and French governments had 
sent identical notes to the powers stating the meas- 
ures determined on in relation to Egypt. 

CONSTANTINOPLE, May 15.—The Porte has tele- 
graphed to the Egyptian ministry that the convoca- 
tion of the chamber of notables withvut the sanc- 
tion of the khedive is contrary to the constitution. 
It says the sultan desires the maintenance of ‘‘status 
quo.’’ Acts contrary to orders of the khedive, 
which are in conformity with the wishes of the sul- 
tan, will entail heavy responsibility upon their au-' 
thos. 

LonDoN, May 15—In the house of Lords this after- 
noon Lord Granville, foreign secretary, stated that 
the governmeut policy in regara to Kgypt was the 
maintenance of the sovereignty of the sultan and 
the liberty of the Christian population. ‘i hey were 
in accord with the French government, which dis- 
claimed any intention to arrogate any preponder- 
ating influence. 

LonpDON, May 15.—Sir Charles Dilke stated that 
England and France were in perfect accord,in re- 
gurd to steps to be taken in view of eventualities 
arising from the unconstitutioual conduct of the 
Egyptian ministers. He hoped, however, that 
evenutualities would not arise.

Question: What shall be done for the extirpation 
of the great evil of intemperance? 

Answer 1. Let all our preachers and members 
faithfully observe our general rules which forbids 
‘drunkenness or drinking spirituous liquors unless 
in cases of necessity.’’ 

Answer 2. In case of drunkenness let the discip- 
line be administered as in case of immorality, 
drunkenness being a crime expressly forbidden in 
the word of God. In cases of drinking, except in 
cases of necessity, let the discipline be administered 
asin case of imprudent or improper conduct. 

Answer 3—Let all our preachers and members ab 
stain from the manufacture or sale of intoxicating 
liquors, to be used asa beverage, and if any Shall 
engage in such manufacture or sale,in such case 
let the discipline be administered as in case of im- 
prudent orimproper conduct. Lies over. 

Rey. J. D. Barbee presented the following 
resviuuion, which lies over: 

Resolved, That the discipline of the Methodist 
Episcopal Church South, be so amended as ta ex- 
plicitly forbid the moder dance and all such illicit 
pleasures 

The following resolution, offered by Dr. H. 
F. Johnson, was adopted after considerable 
discussion pro and con. 

Resolved, That when the vote is taken on the 
proposed increase of the number of bishops, it be 
taken on the numbers 6, 5, 4 and 3, successively 
until a number shall be agreed upon. 

Dr. J. E. Evans moved that the report of the 
Episcupal committee be taken up. 

The question was then taken up. Dr. Boring 
spoke first, favoring the election of four bishops, 
earnestly submitting whether the conference or the 
bishops knew best the number of additional bishops 
needed. Dr. Boring’s time having expired, Dr. 
Philpott, of Texas, moved that the time be extended 
fifteen minutes to hear the speaker finish. The 
vote was taken and resulted in the conference fe- 
fusing to hear Dr. Boring further. The doé¢tor 
said, in answer to the vote, that he § felt 
mortified in not being allowed to /pro- 
ceed, in view of the fact that the other 
side had been extended the courtesy of 
a longer time than was allowed by the 
rules. He had uot had time to make his argument. 
(Laughter.) Dr. Boring said that if the reverence 
of that body was no more for gray hairs than to 
laugh atsuch a remark from him they were wel- 
come to the laugh. Butthe laugh might be om the 
other side of the house when the proper time came. 
Dr. Philpott, from Texas, said he kuew the people 
of his section, and thought they were in favor of a 
small number of bishops. He came in favor of 
three, but he would not oppose the election of four. 


Dr. Kelley gained the floor, to direct the attention 
to one single feature of the discussion which‘had not 
been fully brought out, viz: the need of bishops 
in the western country and Mexico. In the first 
direction there was a crisis coming up®8n Method- 
ism, andthe question for them to consider was 
whether they would take their own or relinquish 
the field to others. 

Dr. Kelly was aliowed, by a vote, to take up his re- 
maining five minutes, which he did in presenting 
the clams of Brazil aud Mexico for Episcopal su 
perinteudency. After anuouncements, the confer- 
ence adjourned 

NASHVILLE, May 15.—In tpe conference’ to day a 
letter from Bishop Wood, of the African Methodist 
Kpiscopal Zion church extending fraternal greet- 
ings was read.

WASHINGTON, May 15.—Represegtative Speer, of 
Georgia, has furnished for publication the fellowing 


copy of a telegram: 

‘‘WASHINGTON, May 15, 1882.—To Hon. W. H. 
H. Felton, Atlanta: I hope the committee of inde- 
pendent democrats who meet to-day will recom- 
mend Mr. Stephens as the people’s candidate for 
governor.

The Death of Wisconsin's Ex-Gevernor, General 
John G. Baruard, ana Others.

Cadwallader C. Wasburn was a native of Maine 
where his father was largely engaged in lu bering 
He was born in Livermore, April 22, 1818.

immense quantities of government pine lands on 
the Wisconsin and Black Rivers.

Mr. Wash- 
burn first entered the political arene 
in 1856, advocating the election of John C. Fremont 
to the presidency, and running at the same time as 
representative from the second Wisconsin district 
in the national congress.

Dr. Lipscomb then delivered in his own 
elegant style, a biographical sketch of Mr. 
George I. Seney. So great isthe interest of 
all Georgians in this wonderful man, and so 
widespread is their gratitude for his bounte- 
ous donations to our several institutions, that 
all present were zlad to learn of his life. 

Said the doctor: ‘‘Mr. Seney was born in 
Astonia, New York, May 12th, 1826. On 
both sides he is a Marylander by de 

scent. His ‘grandfather was a menaber cf 
the first federal congress and was a distin- 
guished statesman in his day. His father, 
Rev. Robert Seney, was a noted Methodist 
minister and transmitted to his son, his love 
for Christianity and good works. On_ his 
mother’s side he comes from the Nicholsons, 
a fumily of distinution in colonial times, the 
grandfather being the first commodore com- 
misioned by «he United States. Mr. Seney 
graduated at the New York university in 
1847. Followlng his inclination, whiéh in 
this ease was also his genius, he began bank- 
ingin Brooklyn. His progress was like the 
oak from the ground upward, until step by 
step he rose to the presidency of the Metro- 
politan bank of New York—one of the most 
remarkable and successful financial institu- 
tions of the country. Atthe ageof twenty- 
three he was mrried to Miss Moser, of Brook- 
lyn. ishome His a model of happiness. His 
strength lies in nis dumestic heart—the heart 
ofall hearts. He is a plain, unpretending, 
frank man. Genial and pleasant with all 
and devotedly affectionate with his family. 
One of his most striking virtues 
is his love for his mother. This 
prompted his gift to Wesleyan college. 
In every one of his benefactions can be traced 
the influence of his mother’s tastes. No less 
striking is his conception of the divine uses 
of money. Guarding himself against a dispo- 
sition to hoard and the common evils inci- 
dent to the possession of wealth, his impulses 
and training have prompted’ him to philan- 
thropy. Nearly all his giftsare unasked— 
such a motive havingthe motive of Géd's 
munificence—Christianity as the moving ge- 
nius and filial love the guide of his benefac- 
tions. When he had made his large gifts to 
Georgia institutions he wasasked: “Why 
not give to your own peuple?’ He replied: 
‘These southerners are my people—we are alli 
one people.” Again he explained: ‘I ad- 
mire southern women; there are possibilities 
in southern womanhood not to be found else- 
where in the world.’’ And he exemplified it 
in his munificent benefactions for the women 
‘of Georgia. To sum it up, he has shown a 
filial and beautiful reverence for his mother 
by his services to her sex, and tried to express 
a sense of his gratitude to God by his life, his 
wealth and love of men. The doctor spoke 
eloquently of the fine Christian character of 
Mr. Seney and echoed the voice of all in 
‘praising his bounteous gifts to our Georgia 
institutions.

The Memphis and Vicksburg Railroad—The Virginia 


Midland — Regulating Southern Rates—The 
Western North Carolina—A Gereral Cor. 
solidation- Reilroad News Items. 


From the New Orleans Picayune. 


R. T. Wilson, of New York, is in this city 
on important railway business. He has con- 
summated an arrangement under which he 
proposes to enter upon the building of a line 


of road from New Orleans, on the gast bank, 


via Baton Rouge and Vicksburg, to along Deer 


Creek, through the Yazoo Valley to Mem. 


phis, Tenn., with a branch leading from a 


point on the main line to the Mississippi 
river, Opposite Arkansas City, and also a 
branch from near Vicksburg to Yazoo City. 
Mr. Wilson states that he is ready to begin 
operations as soon the rights of way can be 
obtained, and the line surveyed. He has had 


interviews with a numberof planters, through 
whose places the contemplated Jine will pass, 


all of whom have manifested great interest in 


the enterprise, and have voluntarily offered 
to give the right of way free of charge. It is 
presumed they will all doso, and thus pre- 
vent such delay in the progress of the work as 
might otherwise occur. It will certainly bea 
very great benefit to the planters residing on 
the line of the proposed ruad, which is to fol- 
low the banks of the Mississippi river, as near 
as it mav be practicable, from New Orleans to 
Baton Rouge. 

ihis road willenable those residing along 
its line to obtain a supply of labor more easily 
and cheaply thun they could otherwise do 
and in case of a threatened danger at any point 
along. the levee, a force can be massed at 
once, and thus prevent the breakage of the 
levees una the great damage resulting there- 
from, Which has heretofore been sucha souse? 
of peril to the planting interests at so many 
points along the river. : 

The road traverses the richest section of 
country in the southwest, and will bea line 
of great promise in the future. It connects 
Memphis, Vicksburg and New Orleans, which 
pulnts receive annually over two anda half 
millions bales of cotton, and there is produced 
in the section of country tributary to this line 
about 60,000 bales of cotton and about 75,000 
hogsheads of sugar. 

At Memphis the read will connect with the 
railway system terminating at that point, 
which will shortly be increased by the com- 
pletion of the line from Memphis to Kansas 
City, thus securing to New Orleans an addi- 
tional all-rail outlet to the great northwest. 

In addition to this, it is believed that it will 
contribute largely to the development of the 
Yazoo valley, which is unequaled in the fer- 
tility ot its soil. Itis estimated, in a letter 
recently writen by Governor Lowry, of Mis- 
sissippl, that this deita alone is capable of 
raising annually at least 5,000,000 bales of 
cotton, Of superior staple and high quality. 

It will be seen that this ruad is a very im- 
portant element in promoting the commerce 
of this city and advancing the prospenty of 
the section of country traversed by it. It ex- 
pects Irom our city council the kindly co-op- 
eration and support which an enterprise of 
this magnitude and importance should re- 
ceive from this community, that is to be so 
largely benefited by it. 

Mr. Wilson is the head of the New York 


firm of Kk. T, Wilson & Co. He was formerly | 


president ef the East Tennessee, Virginia and 
Georgia railroad, and the Memphis and Char- 
leston railroad, and for years the contrclling 
spirit in the management of that great system 
of roads. 

The new railroad enterprise from New Orle- 
ans to Menrtphis up to the east bank of the 
Mississippi river, is cestainly a very large and 
important one. We reproduce an article else- 
where from a New Orleans paper, giving the 
particulars of this daring new project of that 
enierprising East Tennessee mullivnaire, now 
of New York, Mr. R. f. Wilson, who is the 
president of the company, that will build the 
road. Mr. Wiison has selected as his chief 
colleague that young Atlanta railroader, Cap- 
tain John A. Grant, sun of Colonel L, 
P Grant, of the Atlanta and West Point 
railroad. This is certainly a very 
high tribute to one of the youngest and most 
eflicient railroad nen of the south as well as 
acompliment to Atlanta, one of whose citi- 
zens is thus honored. Captain Grant is to be 
the chief engineer and vice-president. He 
built the Atlanta water works, He was su- 
perintendent of the Macon and Brunswick 
railroad, bringing it out of the mire. He 
then took charge of the Memphis and Charles- 
ton railroad and put it on its feet. Hede- 
clined the superintendency of one of the 
leading railroads of Georgia, and now ata 
little over thirty-five years of age, he is the 
operating head of one of the largest railway 
enterprises of the country. 

THE VIRGINIA MIDLAND. 

Rareicu, N. C., May 8.—Before the pur- 
chase of a controlling interest in the Virginia 
Midland railroad company by the Richmond 
and Danville company, which took place more 
than a year ago, the former company bad be- 
gun to build a railroad from Danville, Va., to 
Statesville, and on through this state to Spar- 
tanburg, 8. C. After the Midland company 
had changed owners work on this road stopped 
immediately. It was not supposed that work 
would begin again for many years, but some 
corporation, presumed to be the Richmond 
road Danville company, began work 
again after a short delay, and the 
road has just been finished to 
Leaksville, in Rockingham county. There is 
a cotton factory at this place which furnishes 


alarge quantity of freight and tratiic. A_ 


meeting of the Midland stockbolders was re- 
cently eld in Winston, and it was decided to 
push the completion of the road to Statesville 
as rapidly as possible. Persons, counties and 
townships along the line of the road have 
subscribe@ liberally, and the road can be 
speedily constructed without much expense 
to the company, When thus completed, the 
Richmond and Danvillé company will have a 
double track from Charlotte, N. C., to Wash- 
ingion. the country from Danville to States- 
ville is in a thriving condition, and is capable 
of furnishing great quantities of lumber, iron, 
ore, tobacco and grain fur transportation.

THE COURT OF APPEALS BILL. 


The senate voted down all material amend- 
ments to the bill to establish an intermediate 
federal court for the purpese of bringing re- 
lief to the supreme court, and the bill passed 
almost in its original shape. Senator George 
endeavored to have Raleigh, N. C., and Jack- 
son, Miss., made the capitals of the two 
southerns circuits, but he did not succeed. 
The final vote was 34 to 18. Six democrats 
yoted for the bill—Senators Bayard, Cockrell, 
Harris, Jackson, Pughand Walker. Senator 
Garland, who would have voted for the bill, 
was paired with Senator Edmunds, who 
would bave voted againsf it. 

The bill, as passed by the senate, creates 
nine intermediate courts, or one in each of 
the existing circuits, and eighteen new circuit 
judges or two additional for each circuit, who 
are to be appointed by the president. The 
court of each circuit will then consist of the 
associate justice of the supreme court allotted 
to that circuit, the three circuit judges and 
two district judges, the latter to be designated 
at each term for the succeeding term, and if 
practicable, in rotation and four of the judges 
to constitute aquorum. Appellate jurisdic- 
tion is conferred upon the new court over the 
decrees of the circuit and district courts in 
causes involving more than $500, or where a 
circuit or district judye shall certify that the 
adjudication involves a question of general 
importance. Decisions of the appellate court 
on questions of fact are to be conciusive, but 
reviews upon points of law may be had upon 
writs of error to the supreme court when the 
matter in controversy exceeds $10,000 
—the present limitation tax being $5, 
000. Ina criminal case, a writ of error 
may besued out if allowed by a judge of the 
appellate court, but cannot be granted after 
an unsuccessful application to another judge. 
If the judges do not differ, and the casgis 
within their jurisdiction, their action is tobe 
final, and the writ may be taken up upon the 
question of jurisdiction, but not to review the 
whole case. Exceptional permission to ap- 
peal to the supreme court is also granted in 
questions involving a construction of the con- 
stitutioW# or the validity of a treaty ora fed- 
eral law. The bill prescribes the clerical 
force of the new courts and fixes the following 
as the places at which the first terms of the 
courts in the respective circuits shall be held: 
Boston, New York, Philadelphia, Richmond, 
New Orleans, Cincinnati, Chicago, St. Louis 
and San Francisco. The terms are to begin 
on the first Tuesdays in May and November, 
beginni#* with November, 1882. It is also 
provided that the district or circuit judge who 
tried the cause shall notsif in the hearing 
upon appeal. 

It is thougnt this bill will be adopted in the 
house if the pressure of business will pefmit 
its consideration. An intermediate court is 
regarded with more favor than the proposi- 
tion to split the supreme court into sections. 
Through the operations of the proposed court 
of appeals itis expected that the volume of 
appeals to the supreme court will be greatly 
lessened, while the weight and authority of 
the decisions of the highest court will remain 
unimpaired. Congress would do well to re- 
main in session until it has passed this or 
some other bill to relieve the people of the 
vexation and taxation that spring from delays 
connected with the overcrowded docket of the 
supreme court.

DEATH OF JUDGE CLARK HOWELL. 


On Sunday morning lust at about 8 o’clock 
Judge Clark Howell, one of the oldest and 
best citizens of Fulton county, died suddenly 
of heart disease ar his home in West End~ 
aged 70 years. ? 


THE CIRCUMSTANCES OF HIS DEATH. 

For several years Judge Howell has suffered from 
a disease of the heart. The growing feebleness of 
age has left him lessand less capacity to struggle 
against thisdangerous tendency and the worst has 
been feared by his family for many months. He 
has been prostrated several times within the past 
year or two,and each spell of sickness left him 
weaker than before. Prior to his death he had not 
been able to leave his house except by 
being ‘carried for more than a 
month, He took a long ride in the 
sun about that time and after going home was 
taken yery seriously ill. He fluctuated between 
life and death for several days, and it was thought 
had pretty well thrown off the trouble. 

On Saturday night before his death he seemed to 
be better than usual. Hisson Mr. Charles Howell, 
discovered, however, that he was unable to concen- 
trate his mind upon a setilement he was making 
with some hands, and made some calculation for 
him. After these settlements were effected, he 
seemed to be in the best of spirits, and talked with 
his son until 11 o’clock, expressing lively interestin 
affairs, especially those relating to his own family. 
He then went tosleep and sleptsoundly. Atabout 
4 o’clock he awoke and asked his wife what time it 
was. She told him, and he expressed satisfaction 
at having slept so well. At about 7 o’clock he asked 
fora cup of strong coffee. His wife prepared thisand 
he was sitting up to driak it. In the meantime, 
she Was putting some coal on the fire. He said: “If 
you put too much coal on, it will make the room 
too hot.’’ 

These were the last words he ever spoke, 
Aimost immediateiy, his wife heard a sudden ex- 
clamation from him. She turned suddenly and 
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tion and ran into the room, As he reached bis 
father, the old gentleman leaned on him heavily, 

looked at him as if he were trying to speak, moved 

his lips piteously and dumbty, then smiled, nodded 
his head, as if to say “all is over,”’ and with one 
troubled breath was dead. In death, asin life, his 
face was placid and his soul was at peace. 


JUDGE HOWELL'S LIFE. 

Clark Howell was born in Cabarras county, 
North Carolina, in 1811, and was, therefore, seventy 
years old at the time of his death. His father, 
Evan Howell, was a North Carolinian by birth, 
but of Welsh descent. He Was a man of uncom- 
mon force of character and physical vigor, and 
lived to be eighty-five years of age. When Clark 
Howell was nine years old his father moved to 
Gwinnett county, where he lived until nearly 1840. 
When Clark Howell was twenty-one years of age he 
was married to Miss Winn, of the well known 
Gwinnett family of taat name. In this year he 
ran for the legislature on the whig ticket, and 
while he was defeated, received *the largest vote 
given to any member of his ticket, By his first wife 
he had one child, which died. His wife died 
in two or three years, and he then married Miss 
Park, of Greene county. From this union was 
born Evan P., Albert, William, Clark and Charles 
Howelland two daughtérs. The sons are al! liv- 
ing, and only the eldest daughter is dead. About 
1838 he moved to Cobb county, where he built the 
Lebanon mills, near the Roswell mills, He re- 
mained here about three or four years, and then 
moved to Forsytn county, now Milton. While liv- 
ing in Cobb he represented that county in the legis- 
lature. From Forsyth county he went back to 
Gwinnett, his seeond wife having died in 1850. In 
1852 he came to Atlanta, which was then a mere 
village He bought the Sasseen house, now used 
by the Richmond and Danville company as head- 
quarters. It was then being built by Dr. Long, of 
Atheus, Judge Howell purchased it and finished 
it. It was noted as being the finest house anywhere 
in this part of Georgia, and people rode fur twenty 
miles to see it. While building this house Judge 
Howell and his family lived in two little huts situa- 
ted on a three-acre lot that stood just where the 
Butler and MeMillan residences are on Marietta 
street. 

Judge Howell engaged in the mercantile business 
in Atlanta about this time, having a store where 
Meuko’s store now stands, and had a partner by the 
name of Parr. 

Whilein Atlanta he married his third wife, Miss 
Mary D. Hook, who surviveshim. There were two 
ehildren born of this marriage-—-Dr. Dan Howell and 
Mrs. Park Woodward. Judge Howell received his ti- 
tle from service at the head of the inferior court of 
Fulton county. It was under the superyision 
of this court that the county lines of 
Fulton were laid off and the new county 
created. The court was composed of Clark Howell, 
C, If. Strong, 8. Terry, James Donehoo and Samuel 
Walker. This court lailoff the county, and organ- 
ized the admirable system under which it has been 
so prosperous, - He represented Fulton in the leg- 
isiature, and wasat the time of his death a county 
commissioner. He was always held in the highest 
esteem,and while neverambitious to occupy any 
office except where he felt that he could do his 
country aservice, it is safe tosay that hecould ask 
for nothing that his people would not have given 


j him, and that he was stronger and more popular in 


those communities that knew him best. 

His life was not an eventful one nor 
marked by brilliant episodes. He was a 
quiet, unobtrusive citizen, holding his own 
views from _ principle, and was .- con- 
tented rather to express them quietly than to seek 
distinction. He was always a farmer, though often 
engaged in other business also. At the beginning 
of the war he was worth about $75,000, and after 
the war gave to his sons and daughters over $50,000 
worth of property. He made ita point to give each 
child a fair startin life. At his death he was in 
good circumstances, and leaves a fine property. His 
love for his family was strong and abiding. He 
kept his sonsand daughters near him, and nothing 
so delighted his heartas reunions or social gather- 
ings that brought them all together, and strength- 
ened the ties that bound them one toanother. He 
dies with each one of them living near him, and all 
or them will follow his remains to the grave 
to-day. He was always in easy circumstances, 
lived - abundantly, was hospitable and gen- 
erous, gave to each of his children a fair 
etartin life and died without an enemy. He was 
for many years of his Jife a member of the Christian 
ehurch, and with the consciousness that death was 
coming fast upon him and was most likely to seize 
him without warning the last years of his life were 
peaceful and happy. Long ago he had squared his 
accounts with the world and said to his wife and 
children that he had lived seventy years without 
doing any man an injustice,and that he was not 
afraid to go tothe judgment bar of God with the 
record he had made. 


JUDGE HOWELL’S CHARACTER. 

Few more blameless liyes were ever lived than 
the one that closed when Judge Howell breathed 
hislast. He was the central point of three 
generations of his family. His father said of 
him, that he was the best son that ever 
lived, his brothers and sisters testify that he was 
admirable in his fraternal relations—as a husband 
he was irreprozchable and affectionate—and his 
sons and daughters sorrowing to-day over his coffin 
and mindful of the long years of his love and help- 
fulness, his sympathy and his strong love, shrewd 
advice, and his shining example rise upand call 
him blessed, Asa master he was just, merciful and 
kind—of over sixty slaves thathe owned, more 
than two-thirds liveon his plantations to-day and 
have no troubles or differences that they do not 
submit in the fullest faith to his decision and ad 
justment. Asa publicofficial he was wise and in- 
corruptible—a leader of opinion always, but rather 
by reason of his example than his appeals—conser- 
vative, devoted and firm. As a friend he was 
loyal, true and generous, An old man standing 
over his remains yesterday, looked into his faee, 
smiling even in death, and with broken voice, said: 
“He wasan humble citizen with but little ambi- 
tion; but I believe the very best man I ever knew 
and one of the wisest, is lying there before me!”’ 

Judge Host said of him: ‘‘No man will ever know 
the extent of his charities. He was always abun- 
dantly supplied with the world’s goods and he gave 
freely. I know of many families tbat he supported 
entirely just after the war, and many a widow and 
orphan he has saved from hunger and cold and 
starvatiou’’ It may be safely said that there never 
was an appeal for help, that was not known to be 
undeserving, turned away from him. Living the 
most of his life-in rural neighborhoods, he gave 
quietly and unobtrusively, but there are hundreds 
offhumble cabins on Georgia country-sides, from 
which prayers will go up this week, that 
his soul may rest in peace, and that he may 
find in the world to come the reward for his work 
on earth. A more sympathetic nature was never 
giventoaman. While he was firm and manly in 
all the affairs of life, he was as gentle and as easily 
moved asa woman. The recital of any story of 
suffering, or the touching of any chord of misery, 
or the revival of any tender memory, would fill his 
eyes with tears. On the Wednesday before his 
death the board of county commissioners, of which 
he was a member, called at his home in a bod y to 
pay their respects, He was sitting on his piazza, 
and when they came in he was so touched by their 
kindly remembrance that he could not speak—but 
the tears streaming down his face told more than 
words could have said. At length he told them that 
his life’s work was over, and that he never ex pected 
to be able to be with them again. 

He had no fears of death. Once before when it 
was thought he was dying he said that the grave 
had no terrors for him—nor aught that lay beyond 
the grave. He had lived a just and decorous life—

as best he could—and his trust was perfect and his 
peace complete. His death was a sequence—not a 
shock. It came in the natutal order of things, as 
the grain ripensand {s felled or as the flowers grow 
and fade.

EDITORS CONSTITUTION: Why should the old board 
be reelected to manage the library? [fit was not for 
Mr. Hoke Smith, thelibrary would not now be lo- 
cated where itis. He warmly supported the pulicy 
of selling the building to Julius L. Brown, but when 
the association voted to sell, Smith changed front 
and advocated not to sell. He urged upon the 
Gholstin administration the great necessity for sell- 
ing, and the end of the matter was he went back on 
his crowd, and when Gholstin resigned Smith 
stepped into his shoes. 

2. The Smith board during the past year expend- 
ed the money paid by the active members for com- 
muting their due- instead of putting it to the per- 
manent or building fund as the law of the associa- 
tion mquired, and as all the presidents heretofore 
had done.

Mr. Hoke Smith’s Card. 

Epirors CONSTITUTION: Much sgainst my own 
wishes, | have been forced into a race for president 
of the Young Men’s library association—against my 
own wishes, because I know well the time and at- 
tention required to properly perform the duties of 
the oftice for which 1 am now a cangcidate. 

Afier the last election of president, a vote was 
taken which resulted in favor of a sule of the library 
building. Before the vote a statement of the finan- 
cial condition of the association was publisned, 
and one of the reasons urged for the sale was 
the fact that $900 each year was required 
from current resources to pay the  in- 
terest on Governor Brown’s bonds, and $460 Was 
already past due on the bonds asinterest. Besides 
this there wasa floating indebtedness of $1,423 61. 
The friends of the association had been so often 
begged for aid that I saw but little prospect for re- 
lief from that direction. Indeed so much work 
had been done by earnest directors in the past that 
I hardly thought it right forus to call upon the 
members for further assistance. I therefore urged 
asale, After the vote was cast in favor of a sale a 
change took place in our financial condition. Be- 
fore the vote we were offered $1,500 for our stores; 
after the vote we were offered $1,700; before 
the vote we had $450 past due _ interest 
and $900 in annual interest to pay out 
of our current resources, all of which was changed, 
and stated in my annual report, as follows: ‘After 
the sa§Je Governor Brown replied toa letter from the 
board upon the subject as follows: ‘1 will consent 
that the interest on the $15,000 of six per cent bonds 
I hold against the liorary building and lot shall be 
tirst paid each year out of the rental of the build- 
ing, Or the portion not occu pied by it for library pur- 
poses, the balance of the rental each year te be 
applied in the reduction of the priacipal, the lien 
w hold good upon the property till the whole 
dmounts of principal and interest is paid, As I 
vuderstand, the st: res can be rentelat from $1,500 
to $1,800 per annum, this will extinguish the debt 
ri fast us I, asacreditor,am anxious to haveit 

one.’’ 

In the meantime, also, the rapid increase in the 
value of real estate aud expense of building which 
took place iust summer, cameupon us, adding 
the:eby largely to the cost of obtaining a new home 
for the library. 

Notice the great change in our financial condi- 
tion. if we acted upun the consent of Governor 
Brown, it became binding as a contract, and the 
time forthe paymentof our bonds were extended 
indefinitely until the rental from the store could 
pay them, and our bonded debt could no longer 
cause trouble. Not only was this true, but our cur- 
ret resources were relieved from paying the past 
due interest, and the future accruing interest. 
There were directors who felt anxious to sell, but, 
after the first vote, it wascle r that the association 
would gain more by accepting the in- 
creased rent, and y rovidin for 
the extention of onr bosdie, and easy 
paymentof principal and interest, than by sellin 
and entering an excited market for the purpose o 
buying a new site upon which to erect a library 
ball, ata time when it was almost impossible to let 
contracts, 

Now, we are attacked on the streets by Mr. Julius 
Brown who opposed the sale, and by Mr. Louis 
Gholstin who tavored it. By Mr. Brown,I su ppose 
because we first favored a sale, an 
by Mr. Gholstin because we finally disapproved it, 
Phe board acted throughout for the library’s inter- 
est, without regarding the individual wishes. of 
either Mr. Brown or Mr. Gholstin. Mr. Brown's 
name had been much connected with the present 
location. When we first voted to seil, we did so 
with the apprehension that some of Mr. Brown’s 
friends would be displeased, for the new building 
wouhi not be @ monument ‘to his glory: and when 
we afterwards voted not to sell, we knew that man 
who thought Mr. Brown had assumed so much, an 
had been a little diatatorial, would not be gratified. 
ihe facts changed, aud therefore changed 
our policy. I have heard it suggested 
to-day, that I was influenced in my action by a de- 
Sire to displace Mr. Gholstin.

“What have you already done?” 

‘We organized abot a month agoand since 
then we have adopted a constitution and iy 
laws. We have elected as permanent officers 
Rev. N. Keff Smith presidé@nt, Theodoreschu- 
mann yice-president, J. W. Goldsmith secre- 
tary and treasurer, Dr..¥. O. Hardin librari- 
an,and Professor Schultze conductor and 
musical director, a music committee composed 
of myself, Dr. Hardin, Mrs. Lewis H. Clark 
and Mrs. E. A. Werner. Last Monday 
night we held our first regular rehearsal, 
which was attended by thirty or forty singers, 
and we made a very guod beginning. We 
have now under reliearsal Mendelssolin’s four 
part song.”’ 

“There is no reason,”’ continued Mr. Cady, 
‘“‘why the musical people of Atlanta who are 
interested in such matters as this should not 
come in and make the society a grand suc- 
cess, Prominent citizens and musical peo- 
ole are looking to the institution to embrace 
nits work not only the organization of a 
great chorus, but also to organize and muain- 
tain a first-class uniformed mites band, 
The fact is, with all our musical fucilities we 
should be abreast of anything which many 
other cities of twice or three times our size 
have. There is no reason in the world why 
the musical people of Atianta and the leading 
citizens who have at beart the artistic pro- 
gress of the city should not succeed in periect- 
ing such an organization as will make Atlanta 
the leading musical city of the south. If 
such athing can be done asthe successful 
carr) ing out of our plans we can at the proper 
season of the year, say about 
this time in the season, we 
inay have a ‘grand musical festival 
of a week’s continuance. The firse of the 
month they had such a festival in New York, 
under Theodore Thomas, consisting of seven 
performances including two or three grand 
oritorios and embracing an orchestra of sev- 
eral hundred and a chorus of a taousand or 
more. ‘This week, I believe, Cincinnati, under 
the same man, has the same festival, except 
on a smaller scale, and next week I believe it 
is Chicago has under him practically the 
same thing over again, with an orchestra of 
300 and a chorus of a thousand well trained 
singers. These festivals bring to the cities in 
which they are held a great many visitors 
and have immense influence in promoting a 
love of music and massing choruses and 
orchestras.”’ 

“Tell me something about your proposed 
brass band.” 

‘It will take some little time for us to get 
thatin shape. We will have to wait several 
weeks before we can secure our charter. ‘The 
idea is to make it a limited stock concern and 
to sell the stock in shares of tive dollars each 
to such citizens as will take an interest in the 
matter.’ 

“What will it be stocked at?” 

“We propose to issue $5,000 of stock but 
only halfot it will have to be paid up the 
first year, and [ have no idea that we will 
make any further assessments or call for any 
more money. « We will have the entire finan- 
cial part of the concern managed by a board 
of trustees or directors. All we want is for 
the citizens who feei an interest in the matter 
to come to our aid and equip and uniform the 
band and give us instruction under compx- 
tent instructors. The money will be puid 
back a hundred fold in the credit which the 
band and the society will do Atlanta and in 
the music which we will have here.”’ 

‘“What sized band do you propose to have?” 

“We ought to have a military band of not 
less than twerty-two pieces, with extra mem- 
bers in constant training.”’ 

‘“‘Have you selected those who are to be 
connected with the band?” 

“Not yet. The first thing to be done is to 
get the charter and to get the stock taken 
by the leading citizens, with a 
substantial basis we will then not require 
much time to organize. When we get organ- 
ized and learn to play well we will have mu- 
sic and plenty of itthat will make Atlanta 
proud of her band.’ 

“Willit be equal 
band?” 

“That band had only 16 pieces, ours a@vill 
have 22. So you see we can and we will 
make ours surpass that band.”
